Lethbridge Lodge No. 2, and Viaduct 
Lodge No. 53, co-operated on Tuesday, 
July 3rd. This was a service in mem¬ 
ory not only of those who have gone 
in the natural course but also to those 
who have sacrificed their lives in the 
field of battle. 

Bro. Marshall Stitt acted as chair¬ 
man and Rev. L. L. Grant, of St. 
Augustine’s Anglican church was the 
guest speaker. Mr. and Mrs. George 
Brown supplied the musical accompani¬ 
ment. 

The service opened with the singing 
of “The Old Rugged Cross,” followed 
by a duet, “Prayer for Peace,” by 
Miss C. Webster and Miss H. Lindsay. 

For his text Rev. Grant chose the 
words: “This day shall be unto you 
for a memorial,” from the 12th Chap¬ 
ter of Exodus, and divided his address 
into three planes of remembrance: 
Friendship, Love and Truth. In ex¬ 
plaining the plane of Friendship the 
speaker mentioned several personal ex¬ 
perience, proving that, friendship can 
conquer time, place and distance, and 
that death cannot kill it. Continuing 
with Love, Mr. Grant explained his 
conception of the story of the Good 
Samaritan and with the plane of 
Truth referred to our hope for a fu¬ 
ture life, saying that the good works 
started by those who have passed on 
is being continued. Several times dur¬ 
ing his brief address Rev. Grant ex¬ 
plained his subject with personal ex¬ 
periences and humorous notes. 

A violin solo by Mr. Geo. Brown 
was much enjoyed. 

Bro. Roy Clemis gave a very splen¬ 
did address on Odd Fellowship. This 
was commenced with a word of me¬ 
morial to Brothers and Sisters who 
have gone before.
